Nursing  Arrangements,  etc. 

A very  efficient  Nurse  is  provided  by  a private 
Association  for  general  district  work,  exclusive  of  Midwifery. 

There  is  no  certified  Midwife  practising  in  the  town. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  has  a Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre,  a School  clinic,  and  Tuberculosis  clinic,  at 
its  premises  on  the  Westfield  Road. 

A wheeled  Ambulance  is  kept  at  Mrs.  R.  Fox  Smith’s, 
in  High  Street. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  the  district. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  Lincoln. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Water  supply  from  the  Waterworks  is  good,  and 
many  more  houses  should  be  connected  to  the  mains.  More 
than  50%  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  supplied  from  pumps 
and  wells,  many  of  which  are  inefficient,  and  others  are  open 
to  pollution. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note,  however,  that  more  houses  are 
connected  to  the  mains  than  was  the  case  last  year. 

Sanitary  Administration. 

There  are  in  the  district 

287  Waterclosets, 

.338  Privies  and  Ashpits, 

1058  Box  or  Pail  Closets. 

The  water  carriage  system  should  be  considerably 
extended.  Many  of  the  Ashpits  and  boxes  are  anything  but 
sanitary,  and  cannot  be  emptied  sufficiently  often  with  the 
present  scavenging  facilities,  though  these  are  certainly  better 
than  under  the  old  contract  system. 

Over  800  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  319  Inspections  reported  to  the  Urban  Council  where 
Sanitary  conditions  called  for  action.  In  most  cases  defects 
have  been  remedied  on  informal  notice. 


The  Council  employs  one  full-time  Surveyor  and  Inspector, 
and  one  part-time  Medical  Officer. 

Bake-houses,  Slaughter-houses,  dairies,  cowsheds,  and 
Milkshops,  together  with  the  utensils  used  therein,  are  under 
constant  supervision,  and  a few  minor  repairs  have  been 
carried  out. 

Housing.
